ANALYSES OF WATER SHOW IT 


CAN NOT BE USED AS SUPPLY 


FOR THE CITY WATERWORKS 


SYSTEM. 


That thf wafr obtame-1 from the 


test well recent!} sunk, on the pine 
island west of the eft} is. not ot good 
quality and can not be used for sup- 
plying the city waterworks system, 
and that the supply ot water should 
be taken from the Moore place still 
further west, is the opinion express- 
ed by the members of the city council 
at the adjourned meeting held this 
week. 


Members of the council and board 


of public works made a personal In- 
spection ot the possible sources of 
supply last week and visited all of 
the suggested locations for wells to 
furnish the water for the city. 


Analyses ot the water taken from 


the test well on tbe pine island have 
been received from the state board 
of health and these analyses show 
that tlie water i« so badly contamin- 
ated as to make it unfit for use in the 
city system. This eliminates the pos- 
sibility of using this location. 


Arrangements are now being made 


by the city engineer to sink another 
te.st well on the proposed location 
near the Moore place and samples of 
water from this well will be sent to 
the state board of health tor analysis 
before any location is definitely de- 
cided upon. 


In the meantime the engineer is ob- 


taining prices on tlie pipe necessary 
to bring the water from the wells to 
the big reservoir and when the lo- 
cation is definitely determined the 
work of sinking, the necessary num- 
ber of wells and laying the pipe will 
be started. 


Want MeCrary Maps 


The city clerk has been instructed 


to write the J. B. McCrary company 
requesting that company to furnish 
the city with complete maps showing 
the new waterworks and sewer sys- 
tems.

agreed to furnish these maps, accord- 
ing to the understanding of the coun- 
cil, but the maps have never been 
sent here. The maps are necessary 
in locating water and sewer pipes.

HAWKS PARK MAN WAS IN NEW 


YORK 
WHEN 
DETONATIONS-

The following letter to A. B. Wil- 


kinson of Hawks Park tells of the 
personal experiences of \V. S. Hart 
In New York at the time of the recent 
terrific explosions on Black Tom is- 
land. 


"This morning has been an excit- 


ing one here about New York. 


"At 2 a. m. I was awakened by a 


terrific explosion and soon the eight 
hundred or so of guests, possibly a. 
thousand, were all moving and asking 
each other what it could be. At 2:30 
came another, and I saw the red 
flicker of a great fire from my win- 


dow, 
so I dressed and went down to 


the crowded lobby, where I found 
men and women partly dressed and 
all excited. 


"Word finally came that the oil 


tanks in Jersey City were blowing up 
and on fire. 


"Explosion after explosion shook 


the city, and I wanted a closer view, 
so I jumped on a car and went down 
to the Battery, from where I could 
see the explosions and the fires plain- 
y across tlie river. 
It looked like a 


rreat battle was raging over there, 
and the blasts came in a continuous 
roar of sharp and heavy reports, and 
t was then that 1 learned that train 
oads of explosives ready tor ship- 
ment to Europe were on fire. 


"All 
the way down Broadway the 


street and sidewalks were covered 
with masses ot shattered glass from 
the big show v, mdows on each side of 
the street and everyone was hurrying 
along in the middle of the street, 
away from the sidewalks, because of 
the falling glass. 


"Hundreds 
of 
thousands 
of dol- 


'ars worth of expensive goods were 
open to the weather behind broken, 
panes and all tbe police were out to 
guard it and keep the people out of 
the dangerous areas.' The explosions 
continued until broad daylight. 


"Several vessels were on fire, also 


loaded with explosives, and every few 
seconds great flames shot up and 
threw a glare 
over 
the city from 


them 
They burned loose from their 


inss 
and 
floated 
up river 


the 
tide. 
No boats 
dared 


to 
go 
near to 
make fast and 


tow them trom docks and other ves- 
sels, but fortunate!} the wind was off 
iliore for them and no other fires re- 
sulted before 
they 
burned out or 


sank. 


"The battle line must have been a 


mile long, or more, for some time, 
and I heard people say. 'I don't be- 
lieve Europe* can show anything to 
beat that' " 


"i lizard a man say a few minutes 


ago that a thousand lives had been 
lost, but though the papers are get- 
ting out extras every hour or two, 
we don't yet know the extent of the 
great disaster, or what caused it. 


I think I will 
leave 
for Massa- 


chusetts this afternoon and hope to 
find mail in Boston when I get there 
a few days later. 


"I have seen but little of the sum 


since I arrived, but, though cloudy, 
it has not been cold."

CAN NOT BE USED AS SUPPLY 


FOR THE CITY WATERWORKS 


SYSTEM. 


That thf wafr obtame-1 from the 


test well recent!} sunk, on the pine 
island west of the eft} is. not ot good 
quality and can not be used for sup- 
plying the city waterworks system, 
and that the supply ot water should 
be taken from the Moore place still 
further west, is the opinion express- 
ed by the members of the city council 
at the adjourned meeting held this 
week. 


Members of the council and board 


of public works made a personal In- 
spection ot the possible sources of 
supply last week and visited all of 
the suggested locations for wells to 
furnish the water for the city. 


Analyses ot the water taken from 


the test well on tbe pine island have 
been received from the state board 
of health and these analyses show 
that tlie water i« so badly contamin- 
ated as to make it unfit for use in the 
city system. This eliminates the pos- 
sibility of using this location. 


Arrangements are now being made 


by the city engineer to sink another 
te.st well on the proposed location 
near the Moore place and samples of 
water from this well will be sent to 
the state board of health tor analysis 
before any location is definitely de- 
cided upon.

The following letter to A. B. Wil- 


kinson of Hawks Park tells of the 
personal experiences of \V. S. Hart 
In New York at the time of the recent 
terrific explosions on Black Tom is- 
land. 


"This morning has been an excit- 


ing one here about New York. 


"At 2 a. m. I was awakened by a 


terrific explosion and soon the eight 
hundred or so of guests, possibly a. 
thousand, were all moving and asking 
each other what it could be. At 2:30 
came another, and I saw the red 
flicker of a great fire from my win- 


dow, 
so I dressed and went down to 


the crowded lobby, where I found 
men and women partly dressed and 
all excited. 


"Word finally came that the oil 


tanks in Jersey City were blowing up 
and on fire. 


"Explosion after explosion shook 


the city, and I wanted a closer view, 
so I jumped on a car and went down 
to the Battery, from where I could 
see the explosions and the fires plain- 
y across tlie river. 
It looked like a 


rreat battle was raging over there, 
and the blasts came in a continuous 
roar of sharp and heavy reports, and 
t was then that 1 learned that train 
oads of explosives ready tor ship- 
ment to Europe were on fire. 


"All 
the way down Broadway the 


street and sidewalks were covered 
with masses ot shattered glass from 
the big show v, mdows on each side of 
the street and everyone was hurrying 
along in the middle of the street, 
away from the sidewalks, because of 
the falling glass. 


"Hundreds 
of 
thousands 
of dol- 


'ars worth of expensive goods were 
open to the weather behind broken, 
panes and all tbe police were out to 
guard it and keep the people out of 
the dangerous areas.' The explosions 
continued until broad daylight. 


"Several vessels were on fire, also 


loaded with explosives, and every few 
seconds great flames shot up and

Their favorite breed- 
ing places are In water that is too 
filthy for fish to live in, in open sew- 
ers, ponds, mud holes, tin cans, rain 
barrels, cisterns, and clogged eaves 
troughs.

cording to J. R. Watson, entomolo- 
gist to the University of Florida ex- 
periment station. Swamps and pools 
which contain stagnant water should 
be drained, and open sewers should 


covered.

done the tin cans, rain barrels and 
other receptacles which hold water

enough mosquitoes to stock the whole 
neigh liorhood. These receptacles are 
usually overlooked, because they are 
not so noticeable. Every place that 
holds water several days should be 
drained or covered.

or in Maine. 


It is only natural than under stress

emergency particular attention 


should be given to cleaning up the 
premises, to the prompt and regu- 
lar removal of garbage and refuse, 


but here's something 
to remember. 


The influence of unclean physical sur- 
roundings, like that of moral unclean- 
ness, is not immediately cut off by 
sudden reformation.

It follows that we should always 


be in a state of preparedness against 
disease of whatever nature, mainly by 
the preservation of normal hygienic 
conditions, by habits of regular eat- 
ing, bathing and clothing adapted to 
the personal occupation, by plenty ot 
sleep and by indulgence in no form 
of excess. Persons who acquire and 
follow habits of regular normal liv- 
ing, unpunctuated by even occasion- 
al riots of excess, are best armed 
against 
disease, even though they 


are 
surrounded by unhygienic condi- 


tions, but even such are subject to 
the poison of dirt, and no one is 
reasonably safe unless he is armed 
by personal cleanliness and by un- 
contaminated surroundings. 


In the conditions which have a pos- 


sible menace for Florida during the 
present summer, the matter of per- 
sonal hygiene and 
hygienic circum- 


stances is of the utmost importance, 
and by preserving such conditions 
the people of Florida can most ef- 
fectively aid the health authorities 
in their fight against invasion by in- 
fantile paralysis.

SUMMER PRUNING HELPS 


CONTROL STEM END ROT. 


Stem end rot is another 
disease 


that must be treated 
before It ap- 


pears. 
The fungus which causes it 


lives in the dead wood of the tree 
and infests the fruit several weeks 
before the disease appears. 
It is loo 


late then to dft anything. Precaii 
tionary measures must be taken be- 
fore the fruits are infested. 


Several 
factors 
combine to giie 


stem-end rot an entrance to the fruit. 
The first is the existence of the dis- 
ease In the dead wood. The next Is 
a weakening and wounding ot fruits 
around the stem and 
by purple 


scales. Purple scales are fostered by 
the sooty mold, which grows on the 
honeydew secreted by whltefly lar- 
va*, stem end rot fungus cannot en- 
ter strong vigorous tissue, but fruit 
weakened or wounded by these or 
other agencies Is subject to attack. 
CMtrol of UMM otter diseases will 


help to control stem end rot. 


Perhaps the most important step in 


control is pruning out the dead wood, 
according to 
H. E. Stevens, plant 


pathologist to the University of Flor- 
ida experiment station. 
This re- 


moves the primary source of infec- 
tion. The latter part of July or early 
August is perhaps the best time to 
prune. The same pruning will also 
help control withertip and melanose. 
since the fungi 
\vhich cause these 


diseases live in dead wood also. 


Even though the stem end rot fun- 


gus does not enter the fruit it may 
run over the surface and make the 
rind scabby.

Stem end rot is another diseasi

pears 
The fungus which causes it 


lives in the dead wood of the 
tree 


and infests the fruit several we i ks 
before the disease appears 
It is too 


late then to dh anything Precui 
tionary measures must be take n be 
fore the fruits are infested 


Several 
factors 
combine to give 


stem end rot an entrance to the fruit 
The first is the existence of the dis 
ease in the dead wood 
The next is 


a weakening and wounding ot fruits 
around the stem and

Purple scales are fostered by 


the sooty mold, which grows on the 
honeydew secreted by whltefly lar 
TM 
Stem end rot fungus cannot en 


ter strong vigorous tissue but fruit 
weakened or wounded by these or 
other agencies Is subject to attack 
Cntrol of UMM other disease* will 


help to control stem end rot
